■\ rICTORlA'S mayor and aldermen seem convinced 
T of the uselessness of challenging the District 61 
school board's annual budget They will examine it 
with the board, but-not in expectation of a reduction 
of the $11,662,000 total, even though this is up nearly 
15 per cent from last year and a large part of the 
$1,401,000 Increase will Tall on the local taxpayers. 
And their outlook must be seen as realistic in the 
light of experience. 

Very seldom in the years since the Greater Vic¬ 
toria school district was formed have council members 
t>ean able to suggest economies which would be of 
financial or other benefit to the community; as Aider- 
man Curtis says, the trustees “always have the 
answer" to council questions about pro pried expend!-, 
tures. Naturally enough, too, for the board, while 
not faced with the actual collection of the taxes like 
the council, is composed of ratepayers also and is 
hardly fonder of unnecessary expense than are the 
aldermen and the cittoenry in general. 

But this situation does not suggest that the alder- 
manic examination and questioning of the school 
budget in some detail is altogether a yearly exercise in 
futility. The merit of the close scrutiny is that Hi** 
council can at least be satisfied that it has done every¬ 
thing in Us ability to protect the interests of t ho prop¬ 
erty-owners and residents of the city, and so likewise 
can the voters. When no worthwhile savings are to 
be found, the trustees get full marks likewise. 

Perhaps though there could be a shortcut to such 
satisfaction if as Alderman Curtis suggests, there 
were closer liaison-between the board and the council 
during the preparation of the budget, rather than 
explanation afterward. Not necessarily joint sessions, 
but maybe the dispatch of an envoy to sit in on the 
trustees’ deliberations. 

Best Forgotten 

AS A TEXAN and the leader of the world’s meat 

mighty nation President Johnson has probably 
gone about as far as he can toward making a public 
apology for not personally ensuring that the United 
States was adequately represented at the funeral of 
Sir Winston Churchill. ' 

Referring to world-wide and domestic criticism 
of him for not sending his vice-president to London 
for the sad occasion, the president admitted during a 
press conference in Washington that “I might have 
made a mistake." 

He did. Arid now that he has acknowledged it, 
his error is best forgotten both In his own country and 
abroad. 

It is to be particularly hoped that in Britain it 
will now be clearly recognized that the hurt done by 
the president was one brought about inadvertently and 
not deliberately. 

Nowhere in the world outside the Commonwealth 
Is the name of Churchill so revered as in America and 
nowhere in the world has the Commonwealth, even 
after the death of its great defender, a stronger or 
more loyal friend than the government of the United 
States. 

Wolf! Wolf! 

V|R. GAGLARDl’S "sorry for the inconvenience" 
signs have become part of his widespread 
fame, and on the credit side, too. With this in mind, 
one may hope that the highways minister will take 
special interest in certain words of wisdom uttered 
recently by his Alberta counterpart, Mr. Gordon Tay¬ 
lor—and not only interest, but action, too. And in 
advance of the next holiday season, which is now well 
within dreaming range and will probably see more 
tourists than ever before roaming the roads of the 
province, British Columbians as well as the visiting 
variety. 

Mr. Taylor's reference was to construction signs 
put in place or left in place where there is no road 
work actively in progress. These, he suggested, may 
lead to a dangerous disregard for warnings. 

Which is only too true, as many drivers would 
testify. Who, travelling the highways in the repair 
and construction season that unfortunately must come 
with the waimer weather, has not encountered notices 
saying “Slow—Men at Work"" when plainly there were 
node, or has not come across long stretches where a 
creeping speed was enjoined with no visible valid 
reason? And who has not looked on the next warning 
with a more skeptical and less wary eye? 

Generally, it must be granted, the signs on B.C. 
highway jobs are good, and some are excellently 
informative. But the minority that in the way of the 
fable call “Wolf! Wolf!" are definitely a / hazard. and 
a danger that could easily be eliminated if Mr. 
Gaglardi were to set and insist upon high standards 
of placement and removal. 

Short Memories 

D URING THE QUEEN’S VISIT to Addis Ababa 
a 15-year-old Ethiopian schoolboy, Haddish De- 
, bratsion. greeted her with these words: "Britain is 
the sole light of Africa.” 

A British newspaper says that these are words 
which millions of Africans know to be true. Haddish's 
own country, the journal points out, was liberated by 
soldiers of the British Commonwealth 24 years ago, 
and that even before then Britain had shown the way 
by liberating Africans in other parts of the dark con¬ 
tinent from squalor, disease, superstitions and law¬ 
lessness. 

But, 0ie newspaper comments, in the wave of 
anti-colonialism which has swept the world after the 
war, these achievements were forgotten or derided. 
The British them series became apologetic about their 
record. 

The paper concludes: “Now a child reminds them 
of their heritage—and of their continuing mission." 

All those who are familiar with the history of 
Africa know these things to be true. Vet, by the 
same token, it is odd to reflect that tbe major Com¬ 
monwealth military contribution toward the Iberation 
of Abyssinia cafne from the then Dominion of South 
Africa—a nation whose government and people today 
are subjected to vilification and scorn throughout the 
domain of Ethiopian Emperor Haile Seteade.

SICK CYPRESS (D. M., Colwood)— 
While It is Impossible to diagnose 
your trouble accurately without see - 
In* the plant, a likely reason for your 
Elwoodi going brown and dead-look 
Inf around the item* while the tip 
growth remain* g re en ia an infest* 
tion of spider mite*. These are micro¬ 
scopic sap-sucking insects that multi¬ 
ply at a terrifying rate under hot and 
dry conditions. Shrub*, vine* and 
plants growing against sunbaked 
walls are frequent victims, and quite 
a number of infestations on rasp 
berries were reported lo me last 
summer 

* * * 

There isn’t much you can or need 
do at this seapon of the year as the # 
mites will have been killed off by 
fro*!. The eggs will be there, thought 
ready to hatch out and start s new 
infestation next spring when the 
'weather warms up. 1 suggest you 
spray three time*. 10 days apart, 
starting around May 24 and using a 
suitable Insecticide. Spray very thoi- 
oughly, paying particular attention to 
the Inner parts of the shrub dose to 
the main stem. 


Malathlon is a very good mite 
killer but, unfortunately, it isn't safe 
to use on juniper and cypress i these 
plants seem to be allergic to this 
chemical A spray baaed on the 
chemical kelthane would do, and 
very good results are being reported 
from the use of nicotine sulphate, a 
very old bug-ktiler, used at the rate 
of two teaspoons per gallon of 
slightly soapy water. To be most 
effective, nicotine sulphate Wtouid -be 
applied when the sir temperature 1* 
over 60 degrees.

It is sound practice with ALL ever¬ 
greens to wash down the foliage .with 
a powerful Jet of water every time 
you have the how out through the 
summer months.

To hear the groundhogs tell it 
you i could think that February 2 
mu the moat important flay in this 
month , whereas I am con cinced 
that the most important day in 
February is my birthday. 

I must admit , however, that 
February 2 has been celebrated for 
many more centuries than my natal 
day.

The 
Fins had a tovafy Idea te it as Ltamnrala. tec 
Birds' Way, because tee united bird songs ones 
awre trowed into • cloud te mow-white doves 
which can still be aeon overhead.

Sometimes tea pai r e d prints of a Nsvaael, with ' 
mow than a teat betwe en rack act would over¬ 
run tea moaae trail or emal pellets of fur and 
bene tril where the owl had gone and why. Thera 
fa an oU Iceland belief that the house wren was 
the mouse's brother, c h ange d fato a bird by the 
Trad's i Biiiaatnute. 

R fa early fa this month teat the morning sky 
hits that steel-blue look of deep winter: the blue 
the ancient astrologers said wss the color of Febu- 
rary TV morntt ato s stand silver and tall against 
tt. with EUdnm on Vancouver Island Just tipped 
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with rose. By noon the sun has produced teat 
"spring snow" skiers love aad I can almost hear 
those other skiers, the mowslides. hissing down 
Ihe bills with the white spray flying. 

At night there fa the sun's brillianoe again, 
though this Urns inflected from the moon. Whens 
tee smoke bun my chimney catches tee light, 
diffused stiver rays shoot lancelike towards 
Aquarius fa the southwest sky. But not nearly as 
swiftly as the meteor shower, the Aquarids, streak 
down the eromner dark from this consteHatfan.

fa a wTOMterfl, strange and secret manner. 1 * 
Perhaps those who accuse thfa innocent o bserver 
te making the weather as well as reporting II 
hava someth in g on their side after all.

Mr. and Mrs. Percy Humphrey 
live at 2725 Cadboro Bay Road. 
He is a musician and a collector, 
and she itseil to be ‘ Tibby* Woot- 
ton 9 whom I well remember from 
the days of long ago when we all 
play ed together , all the R ootlons 
and I, on the tennis court and in 
the gardens of the old home on 
Richard mm Street. 
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With them both today live his pic¬ 
ture*. his collection of antique weapons, 
his violins, his cellos, his big bass viol, 
and a great gilded harpt which is surely 
one of the most classical-looking instru¬ 
ments ever designed. He plays them all 
except the harp, and this, I gathered, 
he bought simply because he loves all 
stringed instruments. 


tic was burn in Dunstable, England, and must 
at his lor bears and family were either ar.iut* 
or successful business people, or bolh. His 
grsndfatlier wss a contractor who built prelty 
well all the windmills throughout Bedfordshire, 
and who wa* also responsible for the nine-foot 
Ugh. mlle*-tong brick wall which surrounds the 
1 great estate of Woburn Hall, the famous an¬ 
cestral home of the Duke of Bedford. The 
contractor's sun. Percy’s father, was a noted 
brewer at the day, and. with his family, lived in 
■ big home siluated next to the'brewery—which 
was very handy indeed in that It could be heated, 
in those frigid early d*ys when central furnaces 
were unknown by steam pipes connected to the 
brewery machinery.* 

When we talked about this. I mentioned the 
beautiful and powerful horses Often seen in 
pictures which were used to puli the heavy 
barrel-laden drays. 

“My father/’ remembered Mr. Hump'irey, 
“had the finest horse* I have ever seen." 

When it came to himself and his contempor¬ 
aries. the artistic talents showed strongly. One 
brother was loth a brilliant pianist and a painter, 
and on the wall of the Cadboro Bay Road home, 
t xiay is a charming and delicately done oil of 
swans on the Thames, with the grey stone of 
Windsor Castle in the distance Another brother 
was a violinist, a nephew a cellist, and a great- 
niece a concert violinist in Europe. Percy 
Humphrey displayed his virtuosity with the 
violin, which has always been his greatest love, 
at the age of 8. He became a pupil of England’s 
famous Lionel Horton, and later played for year* 
with the Queen's Hsll Orchestra and sJso with 
London s Liverpool Street Hotel fifteen - piece 
dance orchestra. 

And yet it wasn't intended, he said, that he. 
should become a musician. In fact at one stage 
he appeared destined for the church. But, he 
comments a trifle drily now. things didn't quite 
work out that way. And. amongst other trades 
and professions which he has learned, he was 
apprenticed at one time to the printers engineers 
with the internationally-known Waterloos A Sons. 
But always his violin seems to have wtm him 

back. 

Combining business with- artistry, in the tra¬ 
dition of hi* [»eopla. he opened a music store in 
England, He married for the first time there, a 
highly-trained nurse, whose work in that held 
and in tlie art of cookery made her a three- 
time gold medallist. She died some years ago. 
but the couple came otil to Canada together in 
1920, and. Iiecsuse Humphrey had an unde who, 
with his seven non*, owned seven farms, he too 
started hi* new life here by settling on the land. 

But It may lie that the soul of the musician 
and that of the farmer are not compatible. In 
any event, the music would not be denied for 
long, and laier years found the Humphreys in 
Edmonton with another music store, a . large 
number of pupils, and an even larger public for 
the concert work la which this gifted violinist 
then engaged. 

Today he has what he believes fat the finest 
collection of fiddles in existence. He has, he 
says, spent his life gathering them together. In 
his down'.! sirs studio they sit everywhere, on the 
tables and on the softs, whole rows of them! 

"This Is awful,” he said. “There's no proper 
place for you to sit, because of my babies!'* 


They are very old and very valuable, and 
etjbn a layman cannot but exclaim over the 
lovely patina of ancient, well-cared for wood. 
]B showed me an Antonio Amah, the date 
(fjrkened with age — ISO*. He has a Nicola 
Afeiati, too. These were the brothers of Cremona.

i Oi the walls are more pictures, each with a 
history. Among them is an original etching by 
Lpndscer — a study of a monkey, with the most 
extraordinarily tienetrating dark eves. Ttiere is 


a fine copy of a Rembrah!, and a quaint, 
incredibly old pair of Rule primitives, canvases 
of groups in medieval dress, the crimsons as 
bright as though they had been painted laat 
week. There are came fine landscapes, and two 
inscribed photographs that Percy Humphrey 
_ values, of friends, well-known violinists both, and 
given him because ai precision handcraft he hud 
effected on their violins. Says one, "You have 
made it sound like a Stradivari!" 

Before I left, he, was kind enough to play foe 
me. He is a musfcian. The deep notes of thu 
Mg bull fiddle throbbed through the room, and 
then the cello sang’, and as I listened I thought, 
as I have always dtought, that the strings give 
the very essence of music in its purest form. X 
thought, too, watching the artist lose himself 
in the delight of his own creating, that though 
this .must surely he the most difficult of all 
instrument* to master, how marvellously well 
worth fhe’effort!

Conjured up by their loving stone* it wfs 
m it Stuart, too. was there, sharing ha memories 
af that Alpine wonderland he loved so well/ 

He started guiding parties to it when he 
was only about 13 yean eld. helped stock some 
of the lakes with trout. 

It' was largely tor hi* sake that the Lodge 
waa liuilt, hi* mother amd. 

Cluiton and Mary Wood came to the Comax 
Valley in 1913, he to install the electrical equip¬ 
ment in a lumber mill being built at Head¬ 
quarters. the base at the Oomox Logging and 
Railway Company. For an undisclosed reason 
I he mill never went into production, but remains 
a gaunt skeleton, ia the now defunct village. 
But Mr. Wood remained to put In a distribution 
system of the oewly-iooarjwnted CMy at Cour¬ 
tenay. and later managed the electnc power 
plant and water works. It was in connection 
with this last that his love for the Forbidden 
, Plateau was born. 

ia 1525 explorations were made kilo the 
mountains to determine the s si rtr at Brawn s 
River from which the ary supply comes. At 
that time little was known at the Plateau, only 
a few prospectors, timber cruisers, and trappers 
had ever seen it. On a second expedition, ia 
October, Mr. Wood and his party passed through 
this lovely ares: oi open alpine glades, heathen- 
eoveied hillsides, mirror-like lakes and green 
meadows. 

Entranced by its beauty and strangeness* 
Mr Wood wrote an article about it for the 
Oomox Argus, edited then by Ben Hughes 

Mr. Hughes was also intrigued and coti- 
esrred with Mr. Wood's Idea that the area sltouid 
ha made into a prorbicial playground So be¬ 
tween them, they wrote articles for different 
roaal aewspapers, dressing up aa old India* 
legend which was supinaed to have Imposed a 
taboo, and making use at the adjective “for¬ 
bidden This caught aa, and soon became lie 
official name of the area. 

Whro Mr. Wood became s ecr e tary of the 
Oomox-Courtenay Board at Trade, he thought it 
his duty, as it waa a pleasure, to advertise tos 
favorite 100 square miles. He persuaded repre¬ 
sentatives at government, mountaineering clubs, 
natural history groups, and tourism, to see for 
themselves. They came, saw, and were con- 


One at his most ingenious propa g anda stieits 
waa an attempt to Impress the vice-president af 
the CPR. due on an inspection trip, wilh the pos¬ 
sibilities of a siding area. He ho p e d this might 
Influence the company, which earned the land to 
tom it over to the province far a park- No one 
bad as yet sided there, but nothing daunted, 
Mr. Wood got hold of a pair at side, put them 
an, and look a picture of hiraaelf.

Rolled Oats Bread is excellent . . . 
a wonderful flavor and nice for a change. 
This bread can be baked like a bun on a 
baking sheet or baked kt regular loaf 
tins. 


But mam produced food, rf 
an excellence and variety that is little short at sew 
aational. has one drawback . . . that la the very 
uniformity of its excellence If our homes are noi la 
become merely assembly Ones tor turning old 
children and* food . . . then we must strive for our 
own Individuality. And how better than In die load 
we cook? 

Homemade breed does take a little extra time, 
b the old days one might have, called bread-making 
a chore, but not any more. With fool-proof, fast 
yeast and Improved methods tbs whole process has 
been telescoped into a few hours.

more room on which to set up tiie big musts 
tor the aerial arrays, since we still Intended then 
to place our transmitters in the barracks area.

Mr» Bryden was Elizabeth, die eldest of the 
sight daughters of Robert Dunsmuir and his 
wife She and her younger sister, Agnes, had 
made the long Journey out from Scotland with 
(heir parents, around Cape Bora, reaching Van¬ 
couver Island In U51. 

ScoitUh-borti John Bryden had come to Van- 
aouver Island to manage a coal mine at Nanaimo. 
There he met Elizabeth Dunsmuir snd they were 
married in Ifee coal city in 1887. 

In 1868 TIM Colonial sent a reporter to have 
a look at the mines, and he wrote: "A visitor to 
ttie pit of the Vancouver Goal Company con¬ 
vinces one that the larger portion of the tnhabl- 
) tants of Nanaimo are burrowing far beneath the 
town, and are In the 'bowels of the earth' 
searching tor the fbesiilferous wealth which is 
destined to cause this oniony to become very 
Important. 

•'In company with Mr. Bryden, joint manager 
with Mr. Mark Bate In the affairs of the 
company, we placed ourselves on a narrow plat¬ 
form. technically termed a 'cage' and were 
drop[ied in a very brief space of time down a 
shall 130 feet to the 'level' below. Here was 
found s steam engine in full operation engaged 
In drawing from the gloomy depths car* laden 
with coal. The ears in passing over the rails 
found like distant clapa of thunder, which roll 
and reverhrate through the subterranean passage, 
commingling strangely with the voices of the 
men. whose weirdlike shadowy forms are lighted 
by means of a small oil lamp, the wire handle 
of which is stuck In their caps.

The Free Pfess learns that Mr. Bryden has 
declined an offer of 15.800 per ansiuni aa superin¬ 
tendent of a silver mine in Utah.” 4

said that this new world wouldn't be much with¬ 
out them. 

By 1M4 John Brydea decided he would Uve in 
Victoria. »nd so commissioned architect J. 
Gerhardt Ttarks to design him sa imposing 
mansion. The GalonM gave some of the details: 
“It ia in the half-timbered style of the 16th 
century, with a Tudor doorway, and quaintly out 
hracketa. The vestibule is laid to encaustic tiles, 
on one side being the cktok room and on the 
other the marble fitted layatory.” 

"From the oosaervatory one passes through a 
boudoir to the drawing room. The pointed arches 
to ttv early English style are moat attractive. 
The Tudor arched recesses lor the togie fireplace 
and the sideboard to the dining room greatly add 
to its appearance. Half-way up the broad stair¬ 
case fas s wide srehed slcovt. the greet hall being 
lighted through this recess by a 15-Hght muUtoned 
and tranaomed window glased in tinted glass.” 

Seven years Is tor came sorrow to this tog 
bouse, for to 1*01, at the age of 53. Mrs. Bryden 
died, some years after her sister Agnes, who 
waa then Mrs. James Harvey, who had died 
six months after her father. Thus H waa the old 
lady who lived to Craigdarroeb Castle had her 
share of domeetie sorrow 
When Mrs Bynfan died TW Colonial said of 
her: "Ihe waa too well known to a large circle 
of friends to permit of anything being said In her 
praise that la not already fully aoknowledged assd 
appreciated by all. She mb the centre of a 
social circle which will keenly miss her kindly 
ways and unostentatious hospitality , . . her 
qualities of wife, mother Snd friend rendered 
her life a daily bteesing . . . tier’s was one of 
those personalities which are rare to any com¬ 
munity and with her totiidatea her place caa 
never be filled.” 

The big place, on Head Street was called 
"Data*Howie," add here to 1*10 the only and 
very beautiful daughter of the household was 
married to Capt. A. D. Maodonald. son of 
Senator and Mrs. W. J Maodonald who Hved at 
"Armadale,” a castle-like residence on the 
James Bay waterfront. 

It was a high s o ci ety event of lbs first magni¬ 
tude: “The bride entered the Cathedral am the 
arm of her father, looking very lonely attired in 
ivory setto, osie side at the skirt being exquisitely 
embroidered to handmade pearl embroidery, the 
design befog Madams 11 dies while the other 
Bide was draped with beautiful Orrlckma cross 
lac*, toe gift at her aunt, Lady Musgrave, who 
lives to Ireland. Her tong eu ssrt trato was also 
embroidered to paarto, asd toe wore her mother's 
bridal veil over a srreato af or a ng e blossoms, 
her only jewels being a diamond and emerald 
pendant, flw gift af toe bridegroom, and a 


diamond and emerald brooch and diamond and 
rmeVaid earrings, the gift of her aunt, Mrs. 
Henp croft of Motnt Adelaide. 

The bridesmaids were Miss Muriel Dunsmuir, 
Mai Kathleen Dunsmuir, Miss Betty Krik, Miss 
Dal a Dunsmuir, Mbs Patricia Burns, Miss 
Katherine Oliver, Mias Betty Bryden. Mias Mab 
Pemberton the little page boy being Master 
Jlmtpie; Audatn.
